In a 
shooting war. the antagon­ 
ists seek to win by destroy­ 
ing each other. In a war of 
ideas, the antagonists seek to 
win the people of the other 
side to their way of think­ 
ing.

You might say. Ivan, that 
one is the art of destroying 
enemies, the other the art. of 
converting enemies into 
friends.

It is doubtful that this 
war of ideas will turn into 
an all-out shooting war he- 
cause of "the bomb" — the 
same homh that is said to| 
cast a shadow across Amer-! 
lean society.

For the first time in hu­ 
man history, it is not safe 
to start a war. Earlier, 
kings, and rulers such as 
Hitler, could order armies 
to roll while they sat safe 
and secure m their palace 
or chancellory.

Not so today. Men who 
start wars are as vulnera- 
hle as the men in the front 
line, and even more so. No 
ruler, however mad. has any 
desire to destroy himself in 
war.

The idea, in a ruler's 
mind; is to conquer and gain 
power — not to die.

Also, your Khrushchev is 
convinced that he can win 
in peace. The Korean war 
showed you Russians the 
futility of shooting.

A war of ideas Is much 
! tougher to fight. The tactics 
1 of the aggressor — your 
country, in this struggle — 
are to make the enemy 
doubt his own ideas. The de­ 
fense — my country — to 
win. must, present its ideas 

! to convince the enemy that 
1 they are positively better 
than the enemy's own. 

' Because of the difficult}

involved in a war of ideaa, 
the easiest, tactic is to iso­ 
late the enemy. For your 
country's rulers, isolation of 
the United States means 
keeping the rest of the 
world neutral. For my coun­ 
try, the isolation of'Russia 
means winning the neutrals 
to our side.

Either objective involves 
a long period of time, per­ 
haps a hundred years or 
more.

The tactics of your rulers 
are quite plain to see. From 
one part of the world to an­ 
other — from Indo-China to 
Berlin to Cuba — one crisis 
after another has arisen.

There is no intention on

the part of your rulers to 
come to an agreement in 
any crisis. The idea is to 
spread confusion, to divide 
us, to make us doubt our 
own ideas, while raising the 
terrible specter of atomic 
war and to thus lengthen 
the shadow of doubt, and 
fear cast across American 
society.

Our tactics must center 
on the hope and the prom­ 
ise of our Declaration of In­ 
dependence and to mak« 
those truths understandable 
to you, Ivan, and the people 
of the world so that you all 
can identify yourselves with 
those ideas.

To do this, you must have 
a better understanding of 
what those truths mean.
